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1) ...her handicap. The ability to communicate is and ability that 

connects us one to another. Without that, as many deaf people 

would attest, there is a sense of isolation and being cut off from 

the world around them.

2) Isaiah 59:1-2 Behold, the LORD'S hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear: But your iniquities have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid his face from you, that he 
will not hear. 

3) ...as to make him feel isolated and alone even around his 
partying friends. 


1) ...of this man. Oh that's what he still does today. When 
God deals with the heart of man, he is simply conveying 
the truth that we have a sin problem separating us from 
God and that Christ died to cure that problem, and if we 
would trust Him we can be brought into fellowship with 
God. Paul's fear was that Satan would corrupt them and 
turn them from the simplicity of the Gospel. 

2) ...place his hand on him and on God. But now on this side 
of calvary there is according to 1 Timothy 2:5 one mediator 
between God and men, the man Christ Jesus. 

3) ...as if he weren't even there. My heart was broken over 
the shambles of the life before me! Poem - / ask as I pass 
down the busy street, Is it only a crowd I see? Do I lift my 

eyes with a careless gaze, That pierces no deep-down

woe? Have I naught to give to the teeming throng, Of the 
wealth of the love I know? Let me look at the crowd', the 
chorus says, 'as my Saviour did, Till my eyes with tears 
grow dim, Let me look and pity the wandering sheep, And 
love them for love of Him '. 

4) ...my words have power. But I don't have... It's his words 
that have power. Jeremiah 23:29 Is not my word like as a 
fire? salth the LORD; and like a hammer that breaketh the 
rock in pieces? Hebrews 4:12 For the word of God is quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword... 
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1) ...this was and that was. Water... grass... dirt... chair... Lines 
of communication were opened and whole new world 
opened up to Helen. The same is true for the new babe in 
Christ who is brought into a whole new world of eternal 
life and a loving God in heaven that leads and guided and 
loves! 


2) ...lives of sin and shame nigh to his own saving life by 
virtue of His precious blood he shed on the cross! We are 
to propagate and celebrate Jesus our Saviour and Lord!
